6f -$21,294. Unpaid obligations of 
$477,767 remain from previous elec- 
tions, most of which were incurred 
in the Alfred E. Smith 1928 cam- 
paign. 

The Republican committee’s 
statement, filed a week ago, showed 
receipts of $90,205 and expenditures 
of $92,660 from Sept. 1 to Oct. 20, 


$52,150 for all campaigns. 

The Democratic account showed 
two payments, one of $5000 on Sept. 
1 and another of $10,000 Oct. 16, on 
the 1928 loan by John J. Raskob, 
former party chairman. A total of 
$60,250 is still owed Raskob. 

It showed also the committee still 
owed $34,026 on a loan from Chair- 
man Joseph P.. Kennedy of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, ‘$107,571 to the National Broad- 
casting Co. and $47,650 to the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System.

Declare New Bankruptcy Law 
Has Had Unsettling Effect 
on Farm Credit.

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Nov. 1. — The Investment 


Bankers’ Association of America, 
representing 90 per cent of the 
bond and stock issue houses of the 
country, completed its annual con- 
vention yesterday, pledged by its 
officers to co-operation with the 
recovery efforts of the Governemnt. 

Ralph T. Crane, installed as Pres- 
ident, announced his intention to 
appoint a liaison committee to work 
with the administration. 

The association’s committee on 
Government bonds issued a survey 
of Treasury financing of the past 
year, but refrained from sugges- 
tions on future problems.

CHICAGO’S FAIR AND THE MORAL. 

Closing last night, the Century of Progress Expo- 
sition at Chicago was more than successful. It was 
prophetic. 

The Fair ran for two years. The attendance the 
first year was 22,565,059, This year it was 16,000,000. 
The total exceeds that of any prior exposition, the 
nearest approach to it being a total of 33,489,902 for 
the Paris Exposition of 1931. 

Our highway system is the best in the world, and 
we have more automobiles than any other nation. 
Chicago had the vision to foresee what the conse- 
quence would be. The people rolled in from every 
point of the compass. The Fair paid out. Chicago 
benefited immensely. The hotels were full. The 
stores were busy. 

We long ago suggested that St. Louis profit by 
what Chicago has done and plan an exposition with 
aviation as its chief abtraction. There have been 
some desultory responses to the suggestion, but no 
concerted action has resulted. Yet it is quite certain 
that aviation isin its infancy; that to bring its won- 
ders together in the air within the next decade would 
present a spectacle of which we are undreaming. 

It is demonstrable that the people of the United 
States will blithely drive in any direction where en- 
tertainment is provided for them. That is proved by 
the Chicago Fair. It was not af exposition in the old 
sense, but it was entertainment. It was amusing. 
It was bizarre. It was commercial. In a word, it 
was what we are, and we all went to see it. 

We suggest that St. Louis knock the ashes out of 
its pipe and ponder this subject. We have fine tra- 
ditions here in aviation and expositions. We have 
one of the most populous hinterlands in America. 
The Dean boys have done everything they could do 
for us. It is time we did something for ourselves.

Detects of two-house legislature include unwieldy size, delegation of important duties

to secret committees and hampering of debate, says Nebraska Senator; one-cham- 
ber body, whose adoption he is urging in his own State, would remedy these faults, 
check partisanship and attract higher type of men to legislative posts, he asserts.

N the’ theory of representative govern; 

ment there are certain basic principles: 

individual responsibility of each legisla- 
tor for his stand on various legislation; 
open and recorded voting on all measures; 
an opportunity for full deliberation and ade- 
quate debate. 

Moreover, there is a growing conviction 
that legislative efficiency would be in- 
creased if legislators devoted more time dur- 
ing their terms in office to the work of gov- 
ernment—less to their private businesses or 
professions. To further this end, longer 
terms and higher salaries have frequently 
been recommended. And finally, it is high- 
ly desirable that partisan, political issues 
should be disregarded in the selection.of 
state Senators and Representatives. 

This article presents the viewpoint that 
considerable improvement on all of these 
points would be effected—that government 
would become at once more representative 
and more efficient—if unicameral legisla- 
tures were substituted for the prevailing bi- 
cameral ones.’ 
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Analysis of the bicameral system reveals 
that there are actually three houses, for the 
conference committee in reality constitutes 
a third house. Under present circumstances, 
this conference committee is an absolute ne- 
cessity; it is the only acknowledged machin- 
ery for adjusting the different versions of 
those bills which have been passed in one 
house and amended in the other. Certain 
aspects of the system are, nevertheless, un- 
desirable. 

The conference meetings: are, In the main. 
held in secret, and no record is kept of the 
discussions. Furthermore, there is no rec- 
ord vote on any proposition decided at the 
conference. Because of these facts, it is 
impossible for the citizens to form any defi- 
nite opinion as to the attitudes which have 
been adopted by the Various committee 
members. 

Whereas, of coufse, the very nature of the 
problem submitted -to the committee fre- 
quires a certain degree of compromise, it 
has often happened that the conference re- 
ports out a bill to which entirely new fea- 
tures have .been added or from which the 
major issues in the two original bills have 
been eliminated. This report which is then 
submitted to the legislature, must be ac- 
cepted or rejected in entirety; it can 
amended by either house. 

Thus the individual legislator must take 
what he believes to be bad in order to get 
what he believes to be good, or—if the bad 
seems to outweigh the good—he must. vote 
for the defeat of a bill which he may sin- 
cerely believe has good potentialities. 

The adoption of unicameral legislatures 
would eliminate the original differences he- 
tween two houses, would thereby obviate the 
necessity for conference committees. and 
would consequently remove the possibilities 
for the abuse 7 the system. 

> 

Another citebenin evil of the present 
legislatures is their unwieldy size. In theory, 
a large legislature is supposed to give more 
complete representation of the entire citi- 
zenry, but in practice, it has been demon- 
strated that too large a membership may 
produce the opposite result. 

Under such circumstances, members must

deny themselves—in some degree at least— 
the right of debate and even the right of 
offering amendments. They must surrender 
to.a smaller number of men, or committees, 
the right to determine procedure. They may 
be both able and conscientious; they may be 
moved by the highest motives; but the very 
size of the body is sometimes an impediment 
to the transaction of business. 

The best results in any legislative body 
are obtained when the. members have the 
right and the opportunity to discuss meas- 
ures fully, to offer amendments, to advo- 
cate the omission of. certain incidental pro- 
visions which may seem undesirable. Such 
a situation could be obtained far more read- 
ily in a one-house legislature where the 
membership did not exceed 50. 

The number of members which would be 
most satisfactory would undoubtedly vary 
with the different states. Where numerous 
and conflicting interests are involved, the 
membership should probably be larger than 
in such a state as Nebraska where agricul- 
ture is the great, predominating interest 
upon which the general prosperity of the 
State hinges. AS a general principle, the 
membership should probably not be less 
than 20 nor more than 50. 

s * = 

Of course, the larger the body, the greater 
the expense to the taxpayer, and one of the 
most important advantages in unicameral 
legislatures is the saving of money to those 
who bear the burdens of taxation. It is not 
only the amount payable in salaries which 
increases with the size of the legislative 
body; hundreds of other items connected 
with the operation of a legislature also in- 
crease when the membership is large. It is 
also true that if too small a salary is paid 
to legislators, many useful and valuable men 
may thus be excluded from the public serv- 
ice. 

The model legislature would be one in 
which members were paid a sufficient salary 
to enable them to devote all their time to 
their governmental duties. They would then 
become experts in legislation, and as their 
experience increased, they would become 
more valuable to the state. 

Since I felt that iegislators not 
have their minds and attention taken from 
matters of state to private business mat- 
ters, I originally proposed ae salary of 
$2400, but this suggestion was made when 
] advocated a maximum membership of 21. 
If the membership were 30, the salary would 
probably be about $1650, and if the people 
of any state felt it desirable to have as 
many as 90 legislators, it might be necessary 


to reducg the figure still more 
Most efinitely, partisanship should be 


abolished. The state should be a business 
institution; its government should be con- 
ducted on business principles. The issues 
which divide the great political parties in 
the country should not interfere with the 
practical management of state affairs. Yet 
men are often elected as members of a state 
legislature solely because they are members

‘Of a political party pledged to some nation- 


al program. A candidate should not win or 
lose votes because the citizens agree, or dis- 
agree, with him on questions of national or 
international import. It is the state prob- 
lems and the state policies which should de- 
termine the election of state legislators.

Counties Are an Example

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo. Nov. 
1—Though the Government’s cot- 
ton reduction program is not popu- 
lar in the cotton growing section of 
| Southeast Missouri, particularly 
with the share croppers, the Tenth 
Congressional District is expected 
to return a substantial Democratic 
majority in the election next week. 

Normally, it is Democratic terri- 
tory, and the relief expenditures, 
amounting to $4,663,467.49 in two 
years, $1,294,727.91 in direct relief 
and $3,368,739.58 in wheat, cotton, 
corn, hog and tobacco payments, 
may be considered reasonably cer- 
tain to insure a Democratic major- 
ity larger than that of 1930, though 
considerably smaller than the land- 
slide majority of 1932. 

Internal Democratic Strife. 

In spots through the _ district, 
there is internal strife among the 
Democrats, notably in New Madrid 
and Stoddard counties, where ma- 
nipulation by politicians is reported 
to have brought about more than 
usual Republican participation in 
the Democratic primary, resulting 
in some instances tn the nomination 
of: Democratic candidates for local 
offices who were not the choices of 
a majority of the Democrats. 

This may cause a reduction in the 
Democratic vote which otherwise 
would have been cast, but there ap- 
pears no reason to believe it will 
prevent a substantial lead for all 
| the party candidates. 

The district, which has a popula- 
tion of 251,817, was Democratic by 
31,264 in 1932 and by 8580 in 1930. 

The estimates by local party lead- 
ers in the counties indicate a Dem- 
ocratic majority for the district of 
about 14,000 this year. 


Situation in Cape Girardeau. 

Cape Girardeau County, which 
formerly went Republican by about 
1800, is being conceded to the Dém- 
ocrats by 700 or 800 by Republican 
leaders in private conversations.

Trouble Results From Irreg- 
ularities in Eating — Other 
Causes.

GREAT deal of new light has 
A ven shed on the physiology of 

the gall bladder by = studies 
made within the last three years. 
This little sac, which hangs un- 
derneath the liver and into which 
bile flows from the liver bile ducts, 
may be the cause of.a great deal 
of trouble. It acts as a sort of 
reservoir for bile before it is ejected 
into the intestine. 

The bile is concentrated in the 
gall bladder, and on account of 
Stasis, the bile salts may begin to 
deposit around foreign substances 
such as germs or small pieces of 
mucus, and form stones. When 
these stones begin to wander from 
the gall bladder down the ducts, 
their passage produces a set of 
pains of extreme severity called 
“gall stone colic.” The pain itself 
is hard enough to bear, but repeat- 
ed attacks frequently upset the di- 
gestive functions so that they be- 
come a menace to health. 

The bile is discharged into the 
intestine through the duct, which 
comes from the gall bladder appar- 


ently only in times of digestion. 
When no food is present in the 
stomach and, therefore, none is 


finding its way into the upper nart 
of the intestine, the bile remains in 
the gall bladder. 

The size of the gall bladder is no 
larger than the ball of the thumb 
on the average, and it may seem 
strange that so small a receptacle 
should be used for storage material 
of this important substance, but 
nature has provided for this in a 
truly remarkable way. From the 
inside of the gall bladder a mem- 
brane, which is thrown into many 
folds, dips down into the reservoir 
of bile and drinks up the fluid 
which is in it, just as the sun 
draws the water from the sea, leav- 
ing the salts and solids behind. 
Thus the bile is greatly concen- 
trated, and the gall bladder can 
store from 10 to 20 times as much 
of the essential constituent § as 
would otherwise be possible. When 
digestion begins, this concéntrated 
bile is diluted by fresh bile coming 
from the liver. 

A great many conditions tend to 
predispose to gall bladder trouble. 
Tt is easy to see if there are diges- 
tive disturbances, if people do not
